The profession of expert forest- 
er IK raplill> assuming a high Import- 
ance in this country antl no better 
opportunity to learn it thoroughly can 
be found tbun In the government ser- 
vice. 
The position of forest ranger 


offers the additional advantjige that 
a man ean '-am a living salary while 
learning tae business. 


The forest rangers are the men who 


actively patrol the different reserves 
nnd protect them from flrt- and depre- 
dation.
